A NEW NICARAGUAN STATE. 

WASHINGTON, May 3.—The Nicara- 
guan govermment has recently done away 
with the Mosquito reservation, which has 
been the cause of much trouble and has 
incorporated it as the State of Nicaragua, 
with the name Départment of Zelaya, after 
the President of the republic. This action 
has been officially communicated to the de- 
partment. * 

The eignificamce of the movement has 
attracted little public attention, but it is 
stated by officials that mM involves greater 
considerations than the armed occupation 
of Corinto. Now that the latter crisis is 
passed, officiale are turning their attention 
to what Great Britain will do toward Nic- 
aragua’s course in creating the new State, 
and thus indirectly terminating all Bric- 
ish authority or influence in the old Mos- 
quito country. 

Parl Kimberly has given notice to Nica- 
ragua that this new question will receive 
the kindly consideration’ of Her Majesty's 
government after the three demands of 
the ultimatum are settled. The agreement 
yesterday practically setles these de- 
mands, only one of them, the arbitration 
of damages to the property of British sub- 
jects, remaining to be executed. After that 
will come the promise of “kindly consid- 
eration” of Nicaragua’s creation of the 
State of Zelaya, out of what has long been 
a sort of British dependency. It is stated 
that the decision will settle what further 
reference England intends to exert in Nic- 
aragua as the recognition of the new 
State will give Nicaragua complete sover- 
eignty over all her territory. The im- 
portance of the creating of the new State 
arises from the political struggles since 
1860 over the Mosquito ‘territory. In 
that year England and Nicaragua made a 
treaty, by which Nicaragua was given soy- 
ereignty cver the Mosquito territory, but 
the latter retained the right of self-govern- 
ment. This latter right was so broadly 
construed as to include coining money, col- 
lecting duties, etc. , 

So much trowble resulted 
Joseph of Austria was induced to act 
as an arbitrator in 1881. His decision was 
largely sentimental. It allowed the Nica- 
raguan flag to be raised in- the country, 
and also allowed the Mosquito people their 
own flag. The contention as to who 
goverened the country continued until last 
year, when Nicaragua took forcible, pos- 
session and expelled British Consul Hatch, 
who was accused of encouraging a rebel- 
lion against the Nicaraguan control of 
the territory. This expulsion of Hatca 
and other British subjects has been the 
cause of the trouble just settled. But 
while the settlement has been pending 
Nicaragua has permanently entrenched 
herself in the disputed territory and has 
established a complete internal eystem of 
government. It is an execution of the plan 
against which the Britieh Consul was ac- 
cuseg of inciting rebellion, and for this 
reason there is much apprehension as to 
whether Great Britain will consent ta the 
obliteration of the old Mosquito country, 
which was the seat of all British influence 
in Nicaragua. 

The new State extends along almost the 
entire Atlantic-coast line of Nicaragua. 
The southerly portion ie near Greytown, 
the eastern terminus of the Nicaragua Ca- 
nal, and this fact has given the country its 
chief importance. Now that it is a Nicara- 
guan State, Consul Hatch will have to be 
accredited to the Nicaraguan government 
and not to the Mosquito authorities. The 
return of Hatch was one of the terme in- 
gisted on by Great Britain. 

Dr. Guzman, the Nicaraguan Minister to 
Washington, was shown the London inter- 
view criticising his course. He read it 
with interest, and said: 

„Perhaps it is to be expected when as- 
gsaults have been made on Mr. Gresham, 
Mr. Bayard and the President that I should 
not escape from the slanders.

It Causes Durrant to 
Turn Pale. 


Startling Testimony of a 
Pawnbroker. 


The Medical Student Sought to Dis- 
pose of One of Blanche La- 
mont’s Jewels. 


The Church Janitor Discredits the 
Gas-fixture Story—Attempts 
to Break Down Witnesses’ 
Testimony Fail.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 3.—The wunex- 
pected happened in the Durrant examina- 
tion today. A new witness was produced, 
and his testimony put another hard kot 
in the rope that binds Durrant. 

This was Adolph Oppenheimer a second- 
hand dealer in jewelry and valuables op 
Dupont etreet. He reads the newspapers, 
and in them he found a picture of the 
rings that Blanche Lamont wore. Surely 
he bad eeen one of those rings somewhere. 
lic Lucught it over, and remembered that, 
Carly in April, a young man in a dark- 
blue overcoat had come to his store and 
offered ‘the ring for sale. He looked at the 
pictures of Durrant in the papers. Yes, 
there were the same thick lips and the 
same thin mustache that he had noticed 
on the man who had offered the ring for 
sale. Oppenheimer talked the matter over 
with hie wife. They concluded that the 
matter might rest for a few days until 
things developed a little. Then there was 
another family consultation, and Mre. Op- 
penheimer suggested that if the man was 
really guilty, perhaps her husband had 
better epeak out. 

Oppenheimer told the policeman on the 
beat, but that official does not appear to 
have paid much attention, at least so far 
as results show. As Openheimer heard 
nothing from the City Hall, he concluded 
he would go there himself. 

The examination was nearly concluded. 
Two or three formal witmesses remained to 
be examined when the dealer in jewelry 
arrived at the hall during the noon recess. 
He saw Capt. Lees and was shown the 
rings worn by Blanche Lamont. He pos- 
itively identified the diamond ring as the 


one that was offered him for sale. Then 


he saw the defendant as he was brought 
from the prison to the courtroom. 

doubt about it, that was the man who came 
to sell the ring. f 

He was put on the stand and when he 
swore that the diamond ring had been of- 
fered him for sale by a man in a dark Diue 
overcoat that looked like the defendant, an 
irrepressible wave of inarticulate sound 
swept through the room. When Gen. 
Dickinson asked Oppenheimer how did he 
size up the man who had offered him the 
ring, the dealer remarked that he had put 
him up for “a man who lives off the earn- 
ings of a woman,” and the courtroom 
laughed in chorus—all but Durrant, who 
neither smiled nor budged, but sat like 
a stone image. 

Oppenheimer made a aturdy witness, 
one not ready to ear co much, but 
steadfast and unvarying in his affirmation 
of what he knew. The ody place where 
the slightest breach was opened was when 
the cross-examining counsel brought out 
the fact that such rings as Blanche La- 
mont wore are cheap affairs turned out by 
the bushel in a factory. There are, per- 
haps, thoucam?s of eimilar make in use 
On this line, probably, bis testimony may 
be attacked by the defense later. on the 
ground that euch things are easily con- 
fused and hard to distinguish. Yet the 
witness is positive im his identification of 
thie particular ring. 

When the prosecution announced that 
ft had no more testimony to offer, counsel 
for Durrant moved that the charge 
him be dismissed. This the judge refused 
to do, and a motion was made that he be 
admitted to bail. This was also denied. 
and Durrant was held for the murder of 
Blanche Lamont. 


ANOTHER AccouN Tr. 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 3.—Today’s pre- 
liminary examination in the case of The- 
odore Durrant, charged with the murder 
of Blanch Lamont in Emanuel Baptist 
Church, was damaging to the defendant. 
Some new and startling evidence was in- 
troduced still further connecting Durrant 
with the crime. 

_A. Oppenheimer, a second-hand dealer, 
testified that between April 4 and April 
10 Durrant had offered for sale a lady’s 
diamond ring. The witness was shown 
three rings. He positively identified ome 
as having been offered by Durrant. The 
ring thus recognized was one of the three 
returned to Blanche Lamont’s aunt 
wrapped in a newspaper, the day before 
Minnie Williams’s body was found. When 
Oppenheimer identified this ring Durrant 
started violently, turned pale and exhib- 
ited more uneasiness than at any time 
since his arrest. 

The defendant's counsel vainly tried to 
break down the witness's testimony “and 
that of three other witnesses who re- 


| peated the evidence given by them at the 


inquest on Wednesday. These were Mar- 
tin Quinlan, the attorney who saw Dur- 
rant and a. girl resembling Blanche ap- 
proaching Emanuel Church at 4:20 p.m. 
on April 3; David Clark, who corroborated 
Quinlan’s statement of his whereabouts 
on that day, and the janitor of mandel 
Church, who testified that there was no 
defect in the gas on April 3, and there. 
fore no reason why Durrant should dave 
been fixing the gas-pipes at the roof on 
that afternoon. The janitor’s evidence 
was for the purpose of discrediting Dur- 
rant’s explanation to the organist, King, 
of his appearance when he came down 
pale, sick and weak, as the prosecution 
maintains, from the belfry where he had 
just murdered Blanche Lemont.

Miles of Territory Flooded 
Against Japs,

The Treaty of Peace Said to Have

May 3.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) In accordance with the special im- 
perial edict, issued to prevent the possibil- 
ity of Japanese entering Peking, miles of 
territory have been flooded and a hundred 
Chinese drowned. 

The British Minister to China, M. N. 
R. O'Connor, has gone to Peking to make 
an attempt to recover from the Chinese 
government the arrears of pay due for- 
eigniers serving n the Chinese army be- 
fore the outbreak of hostilities. It is 
reported at Tien-Tsin that the German 
syndicate failed to negotiate a loan with 
China, and the Hongkong and Shanghai 
Rank is making arrangements for a loan. 
WILL EXCHANGE ON WEDNESDAY. 

TIEN-TSIN, May 3.—The Emperor of 
China, having decided to ratify the treaty 
of peace negotiated at Shimonoseki, ratifi- 
cations will be exchanged at Chee-Foo on 
May & The Mikado ratified the treaty on 
April 20. Premier Kung, president of the 
Chinese Council of Ministers and head of 
the Foreign Office, absent on sick leave 
for some time, will now resume active 
control of government departments under 
his supervision. 

WILL TARRY AT PORT ARTHUR. 

‘YOKOHOMA, May 3.—The Japanese del- 
gates, Count Ito, president of the Coun- 
eil ot Ministers, and Count Myoji, the 
Japanese envoy, en route to Chee-Foo in 
order to exchange ratifications of the 
treaty of peace, have been ordered to 
wait at Port Arthur until the Emperor of 
China ratifies the treaty. 

TO ABANDON DEMANDS FOR TERRI- 
TORY. 

PARIS, May 3.—The Journal des De- 
bats learns from an authentic source that 
Japan has decided to abandon the demand 
for territory in the Liao-Tung Peninsula, 
except Port Arthur, in return for com- 
pensation elsewhere. 

THE RUSSIAN POINT OF VIEW. 

ST. PETERSBURG, May 3.-—A semi- 
official statement has been issued here 
dealing at length with the situation of 
affairs in the far East. It declares 
that the maintenance of the status 
quo on the Chinese mainland is 
a political necessity. Whatever the issue 
of the present st e, a realization of 
Japanese claims would entirely abolish the 
fictitious independence of the Koreans and 
place in Japan's hands the key to China’s 
capital. Moreover, Russia and France 
would de compelled in their own interests 
to ward off their frontiers any cause for 
permanent uneasiness or serious crisis. 
The statement says that Germany has de- 
veloped over her commerce in those re- 
gions too much heart to see without mis- 
houses ex- 
posed to continual disturbance. 

These three powers, which have ccm- 
municated their views to Tokio and know 
how to enforce chem, do not intend to de- 
prive Japan of the fruits of her victory, 
but her civilizing progress will sooner or 
later be menaced with destruction unless 
it is based upon the principles on which 
rest the concord of civilized nations. 

ITALY WILL ASSIST\ 
NEW YORK, May 3.—<A cable to the 
World from Tokio says that the govern- 
ment of Italy thas offered to join 
the United States in an effort to 
avert by mediation the threatened conflict 
between Japan and the three European 
powers, Russia, France and Germany. 
which protest against the ratification of 
the treaty of peace because it provides for 
the ceding to Japan of the Liao-Tung 
Peninsula in the Chinese province of 
Shung-Kine. 

HAS HAD GOOD BEFFECT. 

LONDON, May 3.—A dispatch to the 
Standard from Paris says that the general 
manifestations of French opinion against 
the French coercion of Japan has a salutory 
effect.

WASHINGTON, May 3.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) Secretary declination 
of an invitation from the German govern-

Secretary 
Herbert was at first inclined to witness 
the sight and was about to accept the 
invitation when the fact that he would be 
expected to do his part of entertaining the 
foreign admirals, German officials and 
other dignitaries was brought to his at- 
tention and he promptly realized that to 
accomplish this would result in a great 
inroad upon his salary as Secretary of the 
Navy.

talities. The admiral commanding the 
British Mediterranean fleet is allowed 
$8000 a year for entertaining visitors, 
while the admiral of the Channel squad- 
ron spends $5000 a year for this purpose. 

Under our system the government does 
mot contribute a dollar for a like pur- 
pose. Secretary Herbert believes that 
Congress should appropriate each session 
a sum which could be availabie for fleet 
@omamnders on foreign stations when 
they are compelled in their official capac- 


ity to entertain representatives of other 
nations.

Mrs. Marie Merrick Has a High 
and Nobler Ideal. .

NEW YORK, May 3.—Mrs. Marie Mer- 
rick, in a lecture at the Phrenological 
rooms on “A Question of the Times as it 
Concerns Women,” said, in dealing with 
the relations of men and women, that the 
unrestricted intercourse of the sexes as 
we now have it was not an unmixed bless- 
ing in its effects upon the nobifity of the 
woman of the morality of the male.

THE BIGGEST LENS. 


Dr. Peates’s Glass is a World-beater 
in Its Way. 
By Telegraph to The Times. 

NBW YORK, May 3.—(Special Dispatch.) 
The third attempt to make a tens for Dr. 
Pates's telescope has deen accomplished 
at the Standard Plate-glass Works. It 
was removed from the annealing oven on 
Monday and inspected by Dr. Peates today 
and pronounced perfect. It ts sixty-two 
inches in @ameter, weighs 2300 pounds, 
and is the largest lens in the world. 

The largest telescope now im use at the 
Lick Obsorvatory contains an object glass 
thirty-six inches in @ameter, but two oth- 
ers are now being made which outstrip it. 
One is a thirty-seven and a half inch 
glass for the Lowe Obsefvatory on Mt. 
Lowe, and the other is being ground by 
Alvan Clark’s Sons for the Yerkes’ Ob- 
servatory of Chicago University, and wii 
measure forty-two inches. The mere mak- 
ing of a big lens is not so dificult or deli- 
cate a task as is the grinding, which re 
quires great care and time and is very ex- 
pensive.

WIPED FROM EARTH. 


A Death-dealing Twister in 


Sioux County Schoolhouses Demol- 
ished and Little Children 
Killed. 


Farmhouses Smashed into Kindling- 
wood—Incidents of the Cy- 
clone’s Fury—A Storm in

OMAHA Ned.) May 3.—A special to 
the Bee froth Sioux City, Iowa, says dis- 
patohes were received there by the Sioux 
City and Northern Railway Company at 
4:30 this afternoon from their agent at 
Sioux Center, forty-five miles northeast 
ot here, telling of a terrible cyclone near 
there in Which a number of people were 
killed and injured and much property de- 
stroyed. The wires were blown down and 
telegraphic reports are consequently very 
meager. The first dispatch received by 
the Northern road said that the cyclone 
passed three miles north of there. School- 


| houses near the town were destroyed, 


teachers were killéd, and a number of 
children were killed and wounded. The 
whole country in the path of the storm 
was devastated. The Sioux City and 
Northern track between Perkins and Doon 
was washed out for several miles. 

Dispatches from Sioux Center at 8:30 p. 
m. say that three schoolhouses and at 
least twenty residences and barns were 
swept away. At the schoolhouses two 
teachers and three pupils were killed and 
many injured. Two women were found 
dead about 6 o’clock not far from the 
point where one of the school buildings 
stood. One man who arrived in Sioux 
Center late in the evening reported his 
house blown away and his family killed. 
He himself escaped and reports that at 
least two or three hundred people must 
have been killed. Parties have been sent 
out from Hull, Sioux Center and Orange 
City, neighboring towns, but their work 
is being carried on in total darkness in 
the midst of a tremendous wind and rain- 
storm. It is consequently progressing 
slowly. A number of bodies have already 
been recovered. although the exact number 
cannot be learned. Every one is violently 
see and definite accounts cannot be ob- 

ned. 

It is said that Perkins, a small town 
between Sioux Center Doon, was di- 
rectly in the path of the storm and was 
almost entirely wiped out. The wires 
leading to it are afl down, the railroad 
tracks are washed out and the wagon- 
roads cannot safely be traveled over, 
owing to the manner in which they were 
gullied by the rain. It is consequéntly 
ho easy matter to reach it. Physicians 
have already been sent out from Hull, 
Orange City and Sioux Center, but are 
finding every conceivable obstacle in their 
effort to reach the scene of the storm. 
Help has been refused from here, but if 
the same character of reports continue to 
come in, a train may be sent out. No one 
seems to know exactly what was the track 
of the storm. 2 

LATER.—Definite reports are beginning 
to come in as to the path followed by the 
cyclone. The storm originated about a 
mile and a half southwest of Stoux Cen- 
ter. After passing Perkins, nothing was 
heard of any damage. Later in the even- 
ing, however, news was received from Sib- 
ley to the effect that a storm struck there 
about 5 p.m., destroying the house of 
John Watterson, killing Mrs. Watterson 
and injuring Watterson and his son. No 
names can yet be learned of the people 
injured about Sioux Center and Perkins. 

The Sioux City and Northern train, 
which arrived at 10 o’clock this evening, 
brought in several passengers who wit- 
nessed the storm. They reported that 
thirteen dead bodies had been brought 
into Sioux Center at 6 o’clock. They es- 
timatted that fifty people must have been 
killed. The northern train barely es- 
caped a smash-up in a washout near 
Doon, but was stopped by the section 
men before it passed wpon the dangerous 
territory.

Besides John Watterson, who 
was killed by flying timbers, Herman 
Belknap, a farmér near Sibley, was killed 
by lightning and Mrs. Frey and _ the 
Rossberg brothers were badly hurt. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

SIOUX CITY (lowa,) May 3.—The Wur- 
nal’s Sioux Center (Iowa) special says that 
one of the most “destructive and terrific 


cyclones which ever visited Northwest 
Iowa struck and passed through a portion 
of Sioux Center thie afternoon, between 
3 and 4 o'clock, It appeared that the 
storm originated three miles northeast of 
Ireton, passing in a northeastern direction, 
‘passing Sioux City about a mile 
west, and passing near Perkins. It firet 
struck the ground some miles south in 
the Coombs district, and from there to 
Perkins, a distance of twelve to fifteen 
miles, not a building was left standing in 
the path. 

The most unfortunate thing of all was 
that its course was on the section lines of 
the schoolhouses, and so far two teachers 
are known to have been deen killed, a 
Miss Anma Mareden and her brother, with 
from one to four children at each school. 
Four echoolhouses, where school was in 
eession, were entirely wiped from the face 
of the earth, not a vestige being left, ex- 
cept a few rocks, to mark where they 
stood, and the scholars were carried from 
a quarter to a half mile, where they were 
found, some dead and others badly man- 


ed. 

At the schoolhouse where George Mars- 
den was teaching, fot a vestige of the 
building remains, and Marsden was found 
some distance away in a field dead, to- 
gether with two soholars. Two 
girls of John Ebsten, belonging to 
same school, were found clinging together 
where they had been driven into a wire 
fence, covered with mud, and are ex- 
pected to die. Two sons of C. H. Haggie, 
belonging to the same school had both 
legs broken and were internally injured. 
The house of C. H. Haggie is just west 
of the schoolhouse, and where this morn- 
ing stood good buildings, nothing is left, 
and, while Haggie escaped without any ma- 
terial injury, his eldest daughter was 
found lodged in the trees where she had 
been hoisted by the storm and so seriously 
injured that death is expected momen- 
tarily. Two grown boys, who cams from 
the field at the approach of the storm, 
were injured, one seriously and the other 
fatally and will die before morning. 

Wires were completely stripped from 
the poles, and some poles were twisted 
from the ground. Horses, cattle and vehi- 
cles were hurled through the air like 
chaff, and the country for three-quarters 
ef a mile wide by Half a mile long is en- 
tirely wrecked. The description of the 
Heggie property and school could be re- 
peated at nearly every farm. It is impos- 
sible to give the exact number of dead and 
wounded. 

_Bight doctors are in the district and 
will be kept busy all night and it is be- 
lieved the death-roll will reach fifteen 
by morning. At least forty farmhouses 
were entirely demolished and the fields 
are strewn with the debris of the storm 
and it cannot de told as seen.

FIRE AND POWDER. 


THREE MILIS BLOWN UP AT 
SOUTH ACTON, MASS. 


Names of the Five Dead Employees— 
Adjoining Woods Set on Fire— 
Thirty Thousand Pounds of 

Explosive in Danger.

SOUTH ACTON (Mass.,) May 3.—Three 
mills of the American Powder Company 
here blew up this morning, one after the 
other. In fifteen minutes,:fivé persons are 
believed to have been killed. The woods 
close by the mills were set on fire and 
burned flercely, threatening the Diggest 
storehouse of the company, containing 
20,000 pounds of powder and preventing 
the saving of property. Fifty men were 
employed in the mills. 

After the first explosion, the employees 
in the Corning mill, about forty in num- 
ber, rushed from the building and es- 
caped before the flames spread to the 
mill. There were ten mills separated and 
inclosed by high board fences. The ex- 
plosion of the first mill set fire to the 
surrounding fence and the flames spread 
to the second and third mills.

THE CHRISTIAN CONFERENCE. 


Closing Session at San Jose—Direc- 
tors Elected. ; 
Associated Press Leasea-wire Service. 

SAN JOSE, May 3.—The session of the 
Christian Conference of the Pacific Coast 
closed today.

HE SPRINGS ANOTHER FAKE ON 
THE UNSUSPECTING PUBLIC. 


This is Called the Pacific Home- 
builder’s Aid Association and 
Everythin 


SAN DIBGO, May 2.—(Special Corre- 
spomience.) Col.“ Eugene B. Stork was 
exposed by The Times last December as 
the representative of a fake company 
known as the California Savings Invest- 
ment Company, a concern which in effect 
undertook and advertised to guarantee 
the equivalent of 27 per cent. simple in- 
terest on monthly investments of a few 
dollars by people simple-minded enough 
to trust funds to the promoters of that 
fake concern. The result of the expos- 
ure was that the officers of that com- 
pany promised the Buuding and Loan 
Association Commissioners that they 
would cease doing business in California. 

It now appears that this man Stork is 
at work again as vice-president of The 
Pacific Home-builders’ Ad Association,” 
a concern advertising what appear on 
their face as investment absurdities if 
not actual impoesibilities. N. E. Merry- 

Stork figures as secretary of the concern. 
The latter is supposed to be Eugene's 
wife, who, prior to her marriage to Stork 
in San Diego in 1894, was an inoffensive 
school teacher. This "association is send- 
ing to the addresses of ppeople in this 
county, which were used by the fake 
company exposed by e Times, a pam- 
phiet bearing this title: ‘‘Lost—The 
money you have paid for rent is forever 
lost to you; you have nothing for it but 
a burden of worthless r ts. Pay us 
the rent your are now wasting and you 
may own a home of your own.’ This is 
called The Merry Plan, copyrighted Jan- 
uary 26, 1895.” 

It is a Merry“ plan indeed. The pam- 
phiet says further: “The Pacific Home- 
builders’ Aid Association will buy the lot 
you want and bulld you a house without 
premium for cash advanced and without 
commission, and take pay in rent. A 
new departure—a new plan. How? Read 
on.“ By reading on it appears in the 
chapter on “Aims and Objects,”’ that 
home-bullding is one of them. The pam- 
phiet says: The American Home is he 
safeguard of ‘American Liberties.’ ‘Be it 
ever so humble there's no place like 
home.’ Omitting all reference to nation- 
ality, political opinion or denominational 
distinction or preference, race or sex, all 
persous above 18 years of age are in- 
vited to membership.“ It further states 
that the „has deen 
to embrace give protection all 
classes and all 1 hinds of labor, * aml 
physical; to strive constantly to improve 
the moral and intellectual and social con- 
dition of its members; (o endeavor by 
substantial aid to inspire a due appre- 
ciation of ‘The American Home.’ . 
Parties who pay rent and have no lot to 
build on and no money to purchase one, 
and cannot give security for a loan, but

When Vice-President Eugene B. Stork 
of this builders’ association left San Diego 
last January he paid an advertising bill 
with San Francisco drafts, which Harr 
Wagner, the recipient, said were returned 
to him dishonored. That fact was pub- 
lished at the time. Stork, after blustering 
loudly and threatening the Times corre- 
epondent with personal violence and The 
Times with a $75,000 libel suit, meexiy 
returned to San Francisco, promising to 
relinquish his fake enterprise.

A SECURITIES EXCHANGE. A well 
known business man of San Francisco has 
submitted tothe Manufacturers’ and Pro- 
ducers’ Association a resolution looking to 
the organization of a securities exchange, 
where valuable securities of all kinds can 
be bought and sold at their intrinsic 
value, thus bringing together the projec- 
tors of legitimate enterprises and those 
who have money to invest in such enter- 
prises. The resolution was received with 
favor, and a committee of five was ap- 
pointed to examine into the feasibility of 
the proposition and report to the board of 
directors at its next meeting. 

Commenting upon this proposition, th 
San Francisco Chronicle says: 

“Such a scheme is entitled to public 
approval and support on the condition that 
it be conducted on strict business princi- 
ples. As matters now are in this city 
there is no standard of securities, no 
measure of current and intrinsic value on 
which the community at large can rely 
with safety. Securities are dealt in very 
largely, as must be the case in every busi- 
ness community, but the transactions are 
not made public, and there is no guide to 
the investor or the money-lender. Some 
banks, which possess a direct and per- 
sonal knowledge of the intrinsic value of 
certain kinds of securities, will lend money 
on them, while other banks, not possessed 
of such knowlédge, will not look at them. 

An exchange, such as proposed by Mr. 
Sbarboro, will not fix values, but will reg- 
ister and record them, and especially if 
care be taken in limiting the securities to 
be listed on the exchange. The scheme 
contemplates the careful examination of 
every project or enterprise offered, and a 
full and fair showing before the security, 
of whatever kind or nature it may be, can 
be listed. 

“With these precautions the securities 
exchange should prove of great benefit to 
the State. The publicity which, it may 
be assumed, will be given to the trans- 
actions of this exchange will be a guide 
and index for investors and an encourage- 
ment to those who have valuable projects 
and enterprises needing the aid of capital. 
The exchange must be conducted under 
the strictest rules of business and in ac- 
cordance with the highest rules of integ- 
rity, and then it cannot fail to succeed.” 

It would not be a bad idea for Los An- 
geles to establish something ofa Similar 
kind. At present, as in the case of pro- 
duce, it is difficult to ascertain the actual 
value of any particular security. If there 
were some exchanges where securities 
could be regularly quoted it would no 
doubt lead to more dealings in them on 
part of Eastern people who come here, 
as well as among our own people. 


HIGH HEADWORKS. According to the 
Investor, the headworks system, for which 
it was proposed to vote bonds, cannot now 
be bought for $30,000, as the owners will 
not sell for that amount. 


A CONTRACTOR’S COMPLICATION. 
Complaint has been made by a contractor 
who worked on a canal in Inyo county for 
the California Waterworks and Irrigation 
Company, Limited, a London corporation 
with an office in Los Angeles, that he had 
not been able to get his money from the 
company. Mr. Stock, the Los Angeles 
agent of the company, has just received a 
letter from a gentleman who came out 
here from London to investigate the plans 
of the company, in which the statement is 
made that the company will not recognize 
the sub-contractors‘ claims as debts for 
which the company ought to be respon- 
sible, as they are persons who were not 
employed by the company and have no 
legal claim against it, and that the only 
way in which the company can do any- 
thing for these men is for the suh-con- 
tractor to throw himself on the mercy of 
the company by acknowledging in a letter 
his failure to carry out his contract with 
the company and his inability to complete 
it, then send the company a certified ac- 
count of the work done so far, the exact 
money value of the same, and in connec- 
tion with this give the company particu- 
lars of the sub-contractor’s claims against 
him which he would ask the company to 
pay through him so that the company 
would be in a position to get value for 
the monev and bonds which it is asked 
to pay. The correspondent adds: “I be- 
lieve the company will be able to raise

COMMERCIAL. 


HOME PRODUCTS FIRST. Reference 
was made in this column yesterday to the 
bad habit which many Americans have of 
giving the p-eference to articles of for- 
eign manufacture. In order to cater to 
this phase of the American character— 
which, by the way, is not by any means 
confined to this country—most dealers are 
in the habit of labeling the goods which 
they sell as foreign made, even when they 
are of American manufacture. In this 
manner. the average American grows up 
with a feeling of more or less disdain 
toward articles that are made at home, 
and as a rule he has very little conception 
of the development that has taken place 
in any branch of manufacture except such 
as he happens to be directly interested in. 
This is undoubtedly one reason why the 
United States still continues to import so 
many articles from abroad that can well 
be manufactured at home. 

There is another branch of this same 
question to which reference has been 
made on several occasions by The Times, 
and which deserves further mention. This 
is the tendency shown by American con- 
sumers to send i way from home for arti- 
cles which they need, under the impres- 
sion that they are saving a little money 
by doing so. It frequently happens that, 
after paying expenses they do not save 
anything, even directly, while indirectly 
they, in common with ali other residents 
of the city in which they live, must suf- 
fer through the loss of the money which 
is being sent away from home. 

According to a country contemporary— 
The Azusa Pomotropic—there is a scheme 
being worked in that section of Southern 
California that is calculated to do great 
injury to legitimate business in one of its 
most important lines. It is a co-oper- 
ative association organized between San 
Francisco schemers and such people of 
Pomona and the Azusa Valley as the 
agents could talk into the plan. The ob- 
ject is to buy groceries at San Francisco 
direct, at wholesale prices. The members 
of the association have to pay $10 to join 
and are promised a share in the profits of 
the trade. 

The Pomotropic has the following sensi- 
ble and truthful remarks in regard to this 
movement: 

„As a general ‘principle any may who 
comes into a community, rents or buys 
a building, puts in a business, pays rents, 
help, board and other running expenses, 
is entitled to full chances in the competi- 
tion for trade. But these San Francisco 
sharps have ro place of business but the 
door of a freight car. They do not have a 
cent invested, but spend the money of 
the members of the association paid in 
advance for the goods in which the agents 
can and do share the greatest or perhaps 
all the profits, for they deal with people 
who have no means of knowing what the 
wholesaie market prices are. Whenever 
the scheme drags, the instigators of it 
can and do pull out and go somewhere else 
where another series of $10 membership 
fees is ripe and ready to fall into their 
hands. The fact that these vicious 
schemes never develop into permanent in- 
stitutions is enough to condemn them, 
for if they had the first elements of co- 
operative merit, they would spring up and 
flourish without the aid of a hungry and 
peripatetic agency, and become fixed in- 
stitutions. 

Another feature of this damaging 
scheme is thac t cannot. even during its 
first blush of prosperity, attempt to furnish 
the hundred-and-one hittle et ceteras in the 
grocery line that are utely essential

Dun’s Review. 


NEW YORK. May 3.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s re- 
view of trade, which issues tomorrow, will say 
that business begins in May in better condi- 
tion than at any time since the breakdown in 
May, 1893. Smaller in volume than then, it is 
not shrinking, but enlarging. The chief cb- 
stacle to a more complete recovery is the 
anxiety of many to pluck the fruit before it 
is ripe. Holders of some staples have lifted 
them so far as to prevent their marketing, so 
consumption of materials in some branches is 
checked by advances which cannot be realized 
for finished products, and workers in some in- 
dustries are demanding wages that cannot be 
paid out of any business. In spite of labor 
troubles the outlook brightens, money markets 
continue healthy and, with heavy sales of rail- 
road bonds abroad, the deficiency in the pub- 
lic revenu of $8,142,840 in April causes no ap- 
prehension. Demands for full restoration of 
wages to the level of 1892 have closed many 
woolen mills and threaten to close others. The 
strike which just closed the iron furnaces at 
Newcastle, Pa., has just ended without success, 
but other strikes have stopped numerous 
works about Pittsburgh. Pocahontas coke- 
workers are on a strike, and one is threatened 
by Alabama coal-miners. The speculative 
fever grows more serious, as is natural when 
business starts up with prices at extreme low 
points, but by lifting wheat from 63c to bc. 
Atlantic exports have been checked and (flour 
included) have been only 1,672,197 bushels, as 
against 3,017,045 bushels last year. e close 
Western receipts are now larger 
than a year ago and, except in parts of some 
States, the promise for the next yield is excel- 
lent. A sale of 200,000 tons of wheat by the 
Fair estate at San Francisco, loading thirty 
ships for Europe, will lessen other demands 
on Atlantic supplies. Enormous transactions 
in cotton have been followed by a decline from 
70 to 6.8ic, though peace in China was repre- 
sented as insuring a greatly increased demand. 
The strike of the Newcastle (Pa.) furnaces, 
now over, stiffened Bessemer pig, and the o- 
while 
Southern makers have nominally anced 
their prices so that they have been made here 
under 310 for No. 2. Additional contracts for 
structural work have been made at Chicago. 
Sales of 7000 rails, at least, a better demand 
for wire and its products, and for plates and 
sheets, are encouraging features this week. 
Wire nails are a shade higher at Sc, and cut 
nails at 70c by carload are less demoralized. 
Consumption does not yet equal the capacity 
of works or output of pig-iron, but improves. 
Late in the week important strikes in iron- 
works about Pittsburgh threatened serious dis- 
turbance. Another heavy decline of 11,667 tons 
in the output of coke makes the shrinkage 
nearly 20 per cent. for two weeks, and furnaces 
offered at 1.10. Anthracite-coal agents agreed 
to mine only three days of the week, but 
prices are unchanged. Window-glass-makers 
have adopted a new scale for the two low 
brackets at 50c higher than b@ore. The rise 
in prices of cotton goods continues. The 
woolen year ends with the lowest prices yet 
known, 104 quotations by Coates Bros. aver- 
aging 13.37, as against 15.32 last year and 22.70 
two years ago. rge sales at such prices are 
natural and in April 11.990.000 pounds of do- 
mestic and 11,886,700 pounds of foreign were 
sold at the three chief markets, as against 
14.063.538 pounds of domestic and 7,775,400 
pounds of foreign wool last year. The demand 
for woolen goods does not improve and many 
cancellations are received, although sales of 
wool indicate a large consumption. The week’s 
failures are 231 in the United States, as against 
233 last year, and 34 in Canada, as against 25

It will thus be seen that the park 
bonds, aggregating $150,000, were all de- 


feated, as was also the proposition to erect 
a new public Mbrary and museum build- 
ing costing $50,000. The bonds for pur- 
chasing ground for headworks for a city 
water system were carried by the heaviest 
vote of all, indicating the popularity of 
the proposition. The actual majority in 
favor of the headworks bonds is 2131, the 
aggregate yea vote being 504 more than 
the necessary two-thirds majority of the 
entire vote. 

The bonds for a mew central police sta- 
tion were also carried by the handsome 
majority of 1705, receiving 398 more than 
the necessary two-thirds of the total vote. 
The Times congratulates the citizens of 
Los Angeles on these results. It de- 
lieves they have acted wisely in voting 
down the park-improvement bonds and 
the library-museum bonds, for reasons 
which have heretofore been fully set forth 
in these columns. The two propositions 
which have been carried so handsomely 
are for necessary and desirable public im- 
proyements. The amount to be devoted 
to the building of a new central police 
station is not quite so large as is needed, 
but by judicious expenditure it can be 
made to answer very well. The amount 
derived from the sale of the present 
police headquarters building is $42,000, 
and this, added to $41,000 or thereabout 
which will be realized from the sale of 
the new bonds, will afford a fund of about 
$83,000 for the new police establishment. 
This amount realty ought to be an even 
$100,000. But if a suitable site can be 
procured at a moderate price, a very 
creditable building can be erected with 
the remainder of the money. 


MODERN LOS ANGELES. 


It is surprising to the intelligent and 
observing onlooker to witness the change 
that is coming over Los Angeles, to note 
how, day by day, the old is receding and 
giving place to the new. The city is in 
many places showing the signs of up- 
heaval, and the strong push of business

The fine gardens and spreading shade- 
trees and comfortable dwellings have nearly 
all given place to big business blocks of 
substantial brick, and business activity is 
the rule all along the line. The little low 
one-story buildings, where trade and trat- 
fic have been carried on, are being torn 


_ @own and tall structures are taking their 


Place. On many of the cross streets busi- 
ness is also obtaining a foothold, reaching 
out here and there and elbowing its way 
wherever it can obtain countenance. No 
longer is business Los Angeles confined to 
a radius within a mile from the old court- 
house. It has extended itself, in all direc. 
tions as the city has grown and the busi- 
mess block is no stranger to what was a 
decade ago the city’s extreme suburbs. 
Beyond this the new residence portion 
reaches for miles, populous, beautiful and 
Wearing a modern face that is most Invit- 
img, and constantly undergving improve- 
ment. A new city is here, climbing the 
hills, filléog the plains, and extending its

“The doctrine, which ia not at all am- 
biguous, simply declares that monarchies 
of the other themiephbere ehali not plam 
their systems on this, to the destruttion 
or subjugation of Whe independence of any 
American State. What has deen done in 
defiance of that doctrine thus far we are 
not able to understand. is 
pressed to pay damages by one who 
claims ‘that the Oentral American State 
Outraged all ‘the decencies of international 
usage by ejecting an Engitsh consular offi- 
clal. Engiand distinctly disavows any in- 
tention to subjugate, to conquer or to 
interfere with the independence of Nie- 


aragua.”’ 
The British flag was hoisted over 
Corinto: The British commander de- 


clared himself “governor” of that port, 
with power to collect the customs duties 
of Nicaragua. British marines were ready 
with fire and shell to back up this as- 
sumption of authority. If the action of 
the British in this matter was not an 
attempt at “the é¢ubjugation of the inde- 
pendence’ of Nicaragua, what in ‘the 
world was H? To be sure, ft was claimed 
that ‘the cocupation was to be but tempo- 
rary. But no time-limit was placed, and 
an excuse for permanent occupation might 
easily have been found. 

Is not the principle essentially the 
same, whether the vooupation were for one 
day or for one year? The imposition and 
the collection of customs duties are ex- 
clusively the prerogatives of sovereigmy. 
When the British resumed to codlect 
WNicataguan duties, they assumed to exer- 
else sovereignty, for the time being, over 
that republic. Such an assumption is es- 
sentially an attempt to interfere with the | 
independance of Nicaragua,” and no ver- 
bal sophistry can make anything else of 
it. Had the English threatened war unless 
the indemnity were paid, the case would 


have deen differem. Such a threat would | 


have brought the Nicaraguans to terme 
much more quickly than the wanton 
trampling upon their independence by the 
occupation of their principal port, and 
the wanton usurpation of che sovereign 
powers of their government. 

Suppose the dispute had been between 
the United States and Great Britain? 
Suppose a British consul had engaged in 
fomenting ‘treason against this govern- 
ment, and had deen expelled from the 
country because of his breach of interna- 
tfonal law and comity? Would the 
British demand an “indemnity” of 
$75,000, or any other eum in such 
a case? And if such inpiemnity were 
demanded and refused, would the British 
proceed to blockade the port of New 
York, to take possession of the custom- 
house, to collect the duties, and to pro- 
claim the Brftish commander “governor” 
of New York? 2 

To state this hypothetical but parallel 
case ig to expose the preposterousness of 
the British line of procedure. Nicaragua 
is a sovereign State as much as is this 
republic, or Great Britain, or any other 
nation on earth. The facts of her terri- 
‘torlal smallness and her comparatively 
small population—about 400,000 — detract 
in no manner or degree from the fact of 
her sovereignty. The Monroe doctrine, the 
Olayton-Bulwer treaty, and the treaty of 
‘Managua place the United States under 
an implied if not an express obligation 
do maintain the sovereignty of the Central 
American States. The British, by their 
occupation of Corinto and their assump- 
tion of sovereign powers, have invaded 
the autonomy or independemce of one of 
those States. 

If Britain is to be allowed to repeat the 
Corinto outrage upon other of the Central 
American republics, the independence of 
thowe republics is yirtually at an end. 
For if Britain can oGcupy one port with 
impunity, he can occupy others. If she 
can claim indemnfRy on one pretext she 
can fini other pretexts at her pleasure. 


can ports and collect customs duties, 
Germany, France, and other nations af 
Burope can do Hkewise. The effect would 
be the extihetio# ot Central American in- 
dependence. Kk would matter but Nitle 
to the people thus robbed of their sov- 
erefgnty whether the robbing were done 
piecemeal or dy one grand coup. 

This whole Central American problem 
can de solved eatisfactorily and perma- 
nently et Washington. AN chat 
needed for such a solution is a decisive 
and clearly-definel American policy on 
the part of the administration. The 
world should de given to understand, in 
no uncertain terms, that this govera- 
ment proposes to control che Nicaragua 
Canal, and to preserve the full autonamy 
of the Central American republics. 

If this decisive announcement were 
made to the world, the world would heed 


And if England can occupy Central Ameri-’ 


and respect R. There would be fewer 


disputes to settle, because there would be 
fewer demands from piratical and inao- 
lent foreign powers for indemnity for im- 
aginary wrongs. If the Central Amerivan 
States committed wrongs against any 
other mation or mations, thie government 
could at once, by virtue of its attRude as 
the guarantor of their fundamental and 
latger liberties, compel them to make 
just reparation, without menace or blood- 
@hed. 

It is the hesttating, indecisive attitude 
of our government which lies at the bot- 
tom of the trouble. The problem will 
have been virtually solved when we shall 
have placed in authority at Washington 
men who have convictions, who have the 
courage to declare them, and who dave 
the firmness to defend ‘them. 

This is not “jingoism” sor partiaaniem. 
It is common sense, #0 plain that he who 
runs may read. 


THE DIGNITY AND IMPORTANCE 
OF AGRICULTURE. 


‘The drift of population in the United 
States is toward the city. Rural life, to 
the rising generation, does not possess 
the charm that it did in the early days of 
the republic. The fever of haste to get 
rich has selzed upon the young of the 
rural classes no less than upon the dwell- 
ers in towns, and therefore they look with 
disfavor upon such occupations as include 
the slower processes of accumulation, and 
turn their eyes in the direction of trade 
and speculation, and of public life. And 
yet it is to the soll that a great and 
prosperous nation must look as the surest 
source of its wealth, and a nation with- 
out farms and ample agricultural re- 
sources is a nation that is easily impov- 
erished and which will suffer most from 
the stress of hard times. The State that 
possesses the most land that is suitable 
for farming, and that has the largest and 
most intelligent agricultural population is 
the State that will win in the race for 
wealth and advancement. It was Thomas 
Jefferson who asserted that our form of 
government was safe just so long only as 
we had a large, industrious and intelligent 
agricultural population. 

The educated young men of America 
have a most inviting field in agriculture 
as it is at present conducted, for really 
it is but one method of applied science 
which offers the widest opportunity for 
interesting scientific experiment. The 
farm has been made, virtually, a richly- 
endowed agricultural college where the 
knowledge acquired by careful training in 
our higher institutions of. learning may 
be put to the test and be made of the 
highest practical benefit, Science in farm- 
ing is regarded in this age as essentially 
necessary for the obtaining of the best re- 
sults, as it is in any field of human enter- 
prise. Says a late issue of the Brooklyn 
Eagle: Some interesting possibilities of 
the scientific cultivation of the soil were 
pointed out in a lecture before the Brook- 
lyn Institute, by Prof. Harvey W. Wiley, 
chief of the division of chemistry of the 
United States Department of Agriculture. 
Prof. Wiley predicted that, with better 
methods of cultivation, careful fertiliza- 
tion, rotation of crops: and the study of 
the solls, this country will be able within 
a few hundred years to support a pepu- 
lation of 1,000,000,000 of people. The lec- 
turer spoke of the scientific progress which 
has been made in agriculture within com- 
paratively recent years. The needs of 
plant life have been studied and the scien- 
tist has endeavored to formulate the prin- 
ciples upon which scientific farming de- 
pends. It has been found that most of 
the nutritive elements of plants do not 
impoverish the soil. Plants are breathing 
creatures as well as animals, only they 
consume nitrogen instead of oxygen. The 
discovery has been made that a certain 
Kind of bacillus can nitrify the free oxy- 
gen of the air, but this bacillus, so far 
as is known yet, exists only under condi- 
tions which are fatal to plant life. The 
three chief products of the plant world 
are carbohydrates, proteids and fats and 
oils. These are all valuable as food prod- 
ucts to man. The manufacture of these 
three products in. plant cells does not in- 
jure the soil. Two other things are neces- 
sary to growth in the vegetable world, and 
these are potash and phosphoric acid. 
Fortunately, however, large stores of the 
constituents named are accessible to the 
modern farmer, and, by means of the 
proper rotation of crops, etc., he can keep 
the land from becoming infertile. The 
speaker said that the average quantity of 
bushels of wheat produced to the acre in 
this country was nowhere what it should 
be. With further progress, more and 
more of the so-called waste of modern 
civilization will be found to have an im- 
mense value. The agricultural experi- 
ment station established by the govern- 
ment will give practical aid and assist- 
ance to the*farmer, and with increasing 
productivity the agricultural class will be 
the strongest bulwark against the en- 
croachment of European systems of so- 
clalism in the American republic.“ . 

It is an encouraging fact that interest 
in agricultural pursuits, while yet by no 
means what is should be is being quick- 
ened, and there is hope that our educated 
young men may no longer stand aloof 
from jt, or refuse to see what a wide field 
for intelligent and progressive effort it 
opens to them. We are glad to learn that

and to encourage a return to the country 
of the surplus population that has been 
flocking to cities. To the young men of 
the country who are graduates of our 
colleges and universities, as well as all 
others who look upon agricultural pur- 
suits as unworthy of their educated facul- 
ties, or who have given themselves to 
political aspirations or the greed for office, 
we commend the advice of Albert G. 
Brown of Mississippi, circuit judge, three 
times in the Legisiature, three times in 
Congress, three times a Senator, twice 
Governor, brigadier-general of militia and 
captain in the rebel army, who just do-

SAN BERNARDINO, April 29, 1895.—(To 
the Editor of The Times:) Now that the 
smoke of battle has cleared away, and that 
the other side“ has won—presumably—1 
would like to record a word in favor of the 
individtal method—and I think the word 
individual should apply to the teacher as 
well as to the pupil. First, I will state 
that I have no acquaintance whatever with 
Mr. Search. I favor the method for the 
simple reason that I believe it to be the 
best way to teach. Mr. Search has said 
that only the strong teacher "could make a 
success of the method. Do any but strong 
individuals make a success of anything? 
Rather might it be sald that no method 
would so well serve the purpose of sepa- 
rating the wheat from the chaff. What 
teacher will deny that the pupil who gets 
help at home advances more rapidly than 
his schoolmate less fortunate, who depends 
only on class instruction? What is this 
help but indiv‘dual hing?) My expe- 
rience covers a period of fourteen years of 
primary work, and in that time, with a 
full school always, im my. endeavor to 
find the best way to make children learn, 
I have fixed upon the individual or mind 
to mind plan. I would not give the im- 
pression that I have adopted exclusively 
the individual method, but while. keeping 
within bounds of course of study and su- 
perintendent’s regulations; I have quietly 
wedged in all the self-teaching possible, 
and have relied on that source as my best 
hope of success. The time may not have 
arrived for the universal adoption of the 
‘method—money is not plentiful enough to 
employ the number of teachers required. 
No teacher could. well attend more than 
thirty-five pupils, the number being de- 
pendent on the number of bright pupils, 
who require mainly to be guided and di- 
rected. That the method meets with op- 
position should not condemn it; all inno- 
vations are resisted and derided until un- 
derstood. If the public only knew the ad- 
vantage of this system, or could get the 
idea of its true meaning, I believe none 
would oppose it. ‘Life is full of sacrifices 
of one kind and another. We take some 
evil that we may get some good—the law 
ot compensation ever holds good. One dis- 
advantage of the individual method is that 
the teacher in giving this personal atten- 
tion must necessarily get her eye off the 
ever-present number who will not behave 
well unless watched, and as a consequence 
the order is not so good, but the pupil 


gets more and knows more, and we hold 


that the aim of teaching should be to open 
up the child’s mind and have him get 
knowledge. Too much self-reliance cannot 
be inculcated in the child, and the able and 
willing pupil should not bé compelled to 
have his advancement depend on the weak 
and unwilling one, but each should be al- 
lowed and induced to get the utmost, and 
in the end it would be a survival of «the 
fittest. * H. N.

Mr. Laguna Wants an Elec- 
tric Franchise.

fhe Board of Public Works bad another 
all-day session yesterday, with the excep- 
tion of about half an hour when two of 
the members were sitting as members of 
the Sewer Committee. The board decided 


way franchise be advertised for sale as pe- 
titloned for by Herman de Laguna, It 
was also agreed to recommend that pro- 
ceedings be instituted for the paving 
South Main street as petitioned for. A few 
recommendations were prepared by the 
Sewer Committee. 

At the courthouse the trial of Kid“

AT THE CITY HALL. 


Public Works. 
A NEW STREET RAILWAY FRAN- 
RECOMMENDED. 
But a few of the people interested in the 


proposed paving of Main street between 


Ninth and Thirty-seventh streets were 
present at the meeting of the Board of 
Public Works yesterday morning. It was 
thought that this was due to the fact that 
it was pretty well understood what action 
the board would probably take in the mat- 
ter. 
After but a brief discussion of the peti- 
tion, which had been referred to the 
boaml, asking that the street be improved 
under the special specifications presented, 
the board decided to recommend to the 
ty Council the adoption of such special 
specifications. Further ‘than this, the 
Doard to recommend to the Coun- 
cil that the City Engineer be directed to 
present an odmance ot intention, to pave 
Main street between the points above 
mmed under blank specifiegtions. It 
was stated that this would be the proper 
procedure, as the Council, after having 
adopted the special specifications, could in- 
sert the name of the specifications in the 
recommendation before adpoting such rec- 
ommendation. 

Herman de Laguna appeared in behalf 
of his petition for a franchise for an elec- 
tric railway on a route commencing at 
Temple and Malin streets, thence northerty 
on Main street to Macy street, thence to 
Mission road, thence along Mission road to 
the city Umits; also comment at the 
intersection of Griffin avenue and Miss_on 
road and running along Griffin avenue to 
the city Ums. 

Somewhat of a surprise was sprung when 
ft was observed that the franchise as peti- 
tioned for did not require that work under 
t should be commenced within less than 
eix months. Mr. de Laguna stated that 
he had intended to have it providé for 
commencement within a shorter time, 
but after consulting the City Attorney. 
tbe had found that under the law a eo 
commencement of work within less than 
six months. 

Some surprise was manifested at euch a 
statement. and the City Attorney was sent 


of the amended law in reference to fran- 
chises. The section of the amended law 
to which atten non had been called was 
found to have gone into effect February 25 
Jast. It was worded as follows: 

Work to construct the najlroad must be 


effect of the ordinance granting the right- 
of-way, and said work must be completed 
within not more than three years after the 
taking effect of such ordinance; provided 
that the governing body cf such muni- 
cipal corporation at the time cf gmoting 
said right-of-way shall have the power to 
fix the time of either the commencing or 
completion or both of said work; not, how- 
to a time less than six months for 
commencing, and not less than eighteen 
months for completing the same. A fail- 
ure to comply with either of the forego!ng 

of this section, or wth 


_ fetture of the right-of-way and also of the 


by 
to whom Said right-of-way is 
with consent.of the authorties granting 
the right-of-way, such abandonment and 
consent to be in writing. The authority 
granting the right-of-way shall have the 
power to grant an extension of time for the 
. if % apoear that the 


the commencement of said work, and shall 
not be granted for more than one year 
for the completion of the same. All ex- 
tencions of time shall be in writing and 
made a matter of record in the municipal- 
ity. Provoded, further, then this act caall 
mot in any way affect any franchise or 
right-of-wey granted before its passage." 

As will be seen by the above, the 
Council. in granting a franci se tor a street 
railway, cannot make the franchise require 
that work shail be commenced within less 
than six months, nor can the Council make 
the franchise require that work shall be 
completed within less than etzhteen months 
thereafter. 

President Teed, of the City Council, who 
was sitting with the board, expressed his 
mind pretty freely in reference to a leg's- 
lature that would enact such a law. He 
that the legislatures af this 
State, as a rule, devote their time more to 
Putting up jobs” than to working for the 
interest of the people. 

The provisions of the fran- 
chise were dsicussed somewhat at length. 
Tae form of franchise as finally agreed 
upon requires that the cars running on the 
routes named in the same shall be operated 
on a fifteen-minute schedule until 11 p.m. 
on each day. The franchise provides that 
no ght shall be given to run cars over the 
Macy-street bridge, but the grantee may 
erect a bridge parallel to the said Macy- 
street bricge zud close to it and run cars 
over the same under the eaid franchise. 

Work on che portion of the route west 
of the river must commence within six 
months after the adoption of the ordinance 
the franchuse, and within one year 
efter the passage cf said ordinance the 
grantee must have expended in connection 
with the work at least $10,000. The entire 
line must be in operation within a period 

after the passage of the 
said ordinance. Work must not only be 
begun within six months, but must be 
prosecuted untl completed. 

After having agreed upon the terms 
of the ordinance granting the franchise, the 
board decided to recommend to the City 
Council that the City Clerk be directed to 
advertise the same for sale in the manner 
provided by law. 

The board was in session, except for a 
short time in the afternoon, until nearly 
7 o'clock last evening. The following 
recommendations were agreed on for pre- 
sentation at the next meeting of the City 
Council: 

“In the matter of the communication 
from A. Rozell suggesting that before Main

street. between. Twenty-ninth street and 
the city limits, be paved the grade be 
changed to an elevation of about six inches 
lower than at present, so as to provide for 
the better disposition of storm water, we 
recommend that the same be referred to 
the City Engineer. 

“We recommend that the matter of the 
Assessment for the district to be fixed for 
the opening of Washington street from 


the table until such time as the property- 
owners petition for the work. 

“We recommend in the matter of the 
district of assessment for the opening of 
Clara street that the district be between 
the Pesche tract and the Bauchet tract 
and upon both sides of said Clara street. 

“We recommend that the City Attorney 
be instructed to present an ordinance for 
the opening of Byram street, fixing the dis- 
trict of assessment between the Foreman 
subdivision and Tenth street on both sides 
of said Byram streets. 

“In the matter of the petition of Adam 
P. D. Meyer, asking that cement sidewalks 
be laid on Pico street, between Main street 
ahd Maple avenue, we recommend that the 
same be granted, and that the City Engi- 
neer be directed to present the necessary 
ordinance of intention therefor. 

“In the matter of the petition of G. J. 
Dalton and others, asking that an ordi- 
nance be adopted regulating the sale of 
fruit within the city, we recommend that 
the said communication be referred to the 
Board of Health for a recommendation in 
reference to the same. 5 

“In the matter of the petition of A. M. 
Raweon, asking that the fire limits of dis- 
taict No. 1 be changed so that the bound- 
ary line of the said district between Fourth 
and Mayo streets shall be removed from 
Fourth street for a distance of 150 feet 
eastward, we recommend that the said 
— be referred to the Fire Commis- 
sion. 

In the matter of the petition of O. T. 
Johnson and others, we recommend that 
the City Engineer be instructed to pre- 
sent an ordinance of intention to grade 
certain portions of Fourth, Firth. Mary- 
land and Figueroa streets and Beaudry 
lags under the bond act as petitioned 
or. 

“We recommend that the City Engineer 
be directed to make a survey an 


map 
showing what he considers the proper 
grade to eéstablish on Sixth street, be-

“In the matter of the petition of Peter

“Ian the matter of propoeals for the con- 
struction of a sidewalk on the west side 
of Soto Street, between Brooklyn avenue 
and Michigan avenue, we recommend that 
the bid of Moir & Smfth to eaid work, for 
8% cents per square fact be accepted.” 


Sewer Matters. 
THE REPORT PREPARED \BY THE 


The Sewer Committee met yesterday 
afternoon and prepared the following rec- 
ommendations for submission to the City 
Council: 


“We recommend that the petition of 
Ella C. Wilber and others, in regard to 
a sewer between Second and State streets, 
be granted, and that the City Engineer be 
instrucied to present the necessary ofdi- 
nance of intention ‘therefor, under the 
Vrocman act. 

“We recommend that the petition of J. 
J. Ayres and others, in regard to a sewer 
on O\Leawa street, be referred to the City 
Engineer with instructions to report the 
proper means for the sewering of Ottawa 
and Georgia Bell streets, between Tenth 
and Eleventh streets. 

We recommend that the communication 
from the Health Officer, calling attention 
to the sanitary neceseXy of constructing a 
sewer on Fifth street, between Fremont 
avenue and ‘Pear! street, be referred to the 
City Engineer, with a request that he re- 
port on the practicability of the same. 

“We recommend that the City Engineer 
be instructed to present an ordinance of 
intention to construct a sewer on Los An- 
geles street from First street to Seventh 
street. 

We recommend that the City Engineer 
be inetructed to report on the practicabil- 
ity of comstructing sewers on Elmira 
street, west of New Main street, for about 
three hundred fest, and also on Downey 


avenue, avenue to Thomas 
Street.“ 


To Widen Broadway. 

Tt is expected that Steps will de taken 
at the next meeting of the City Council 
for the widening of Broadway, between 
Seventh and Nipth streets, by taking five 
feet from each siie. This is a question 
which has beeh under consideration for 
four or five years, or more. It is in- 
temded to take the necessary action, so 
that any property-owners who may com- 
mence building flush with the present 


mprovements between the present lines 
and the ones five feet further back. 


City Hall Notes. 

The Finance and Supply committees 
of the City Council will meet this morning. 
James H. Smith and others have peti- 
tioned for permiesion to grade Cherry 
street, between Seventeenth and Bighteenth 
streets, with natural soil, and to construct 
cement curbs and cement sidewalks 
thereon by private contract. 


AT THE COURTHOUSE. 
The Courts. 
ALVA JOHNSON REFUSES TO TSSTIFY 
AGAINST KID THOMPSON. 

The trial of the case against Kid“ 
Thompeon, one of the alleged Roscoe train- 
robbers, was resumed before Judge Smith 
and a jury in Department One yesterday. 
All of the direct evidence for the prosecu- 
tion is now in, and ft remains for the de- 
fense to unravel the ekein of proof, in 
which the acoused is entangled. 

An immense amount of interest is being 
manifested in the case, the courtroom be- 
ing packed to a degree of discomfort by 
spectators of both sexes all day yesterday.

The Late John Milner. 

LOS ANGBELES (Cal. May 3, 1895.— 
(To the Editor of The Times.) There is 
no act in the history of the Farmers’ and 
Merchants’ Bank that deserves higher 
commendation than that which, by a 
unanimous vote, placed in the hands of 
the president of the bank, I. W. Hell- 
man, the neat sum of $5000 to be in- 
vested by him to the best advantage for 
the family of the late John Milner. I 
have known Mr. Milner long and well. 
When I first became acquainted with him 
he was a clerk for Capt. Swasey in the 
quartermaster’s department at Drum 
Barracks, in the time of the late war. 
When the Sanitary Commission was 
started it became my duty to obtain sub- 


scriptions to that fund, and afterward to 


make monthly collections. The first thing 
that attracted my attention in favor of 
Mr. Milner was when I was making the 
second month's collection. Some in the 
department refused to pay more, but as I 
turned to the smiling young clerk he said: 
“Come every month; I will give $10 a 
month as long as the war lasts, or as 
long as I get my salary,“ which was small 
at that time. When Swasey ieft Mr. Mil- 
ner kept his position under Quartermaster 
Bruning and kept up his subscription. 
Later on a Presbyterian minister came to 
the barracks, and again I got up a sub- 
scription list of about $70 a month for 
him to preach for us. To this fund: Mr. 
‘Milner gave $10 a month for over a year. 
These small things, done more than 
thirty years ago, speak volumes to em- 
phasize the resolutions adopted by the 
Farmers’ and Merchants’ Bank, and the 
Bankers’ Alliance. John Milner was 
truly a patriot, a philanthropist, and that 
noblest work of God, an honest Sa- 
cred be his memory, and may his God 
guide and comfort his wife and children 
to their journey’s end.

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Crops and Markets. 
The weather during the past week has 
been remarkably cool and cloudy for this 
time of year, with a slight rainfall, which 
has done a little damage to the hay in 
some places. 
The outlook for almost every variety 
of farm crop continues to be very good, 


„ and the present year promises to be one 


of the best that Southern California farm- 
ers have enjoyed for a long time. 

The improvement in the orange market 
has continued, and fruit has been going 
forward to the East quite freely, espe- 
cially since the reduction in freight rates 
went into effect on Wednesday. Bastern 
dealers and consumers appear to be be- 
ginning to learn to distinguish between 
California seedlings and Gmported fruft. 
and to be inclined to give the preference 
to the former twhen the price is equal, or 
nearly so. The destruction of the Florida 
crop has caused California oranges to be- 
come known in many sections of the East, 
to which they bave not previously been 
shipped, and the educational effects of 
this eeason’s trade will be of permaneni 
benefit to California. 

Dealers and growers are beginning to 
figure on the marketing of the deciduous 
fruit crop. Last year a good many buy- 
ers who bought largely of green fruit, 
especially in tthe northern pant of the 
State, came out losers, and this year they 
will be inclined to go a little slow in 
mraking purchases, although the outlook 
at present is so much better than M was 
then that there is every probability of a 
lively demand on part of buyers before 
long. In the case of apricots, especially, 
“ft would be well for holders not to be too 
hasty in disposing of their fruit, as it is 
@ifficult to see how the market can de 
Supplied erm the crop which will be 
avaliable this season, owing to the destruc- 
tien of a considerable portion of the 
morthern crop by frost: Reports from 
Solano county are to the effect thai con- 
tracts have been made at $30 a ton for 
@reen apricots, the price at the same 
point last year having been from $20 to 
$25 a ton. The destruction by frost ir 
that section was very heavy. The first 
box o (California apricots was shipped 
from Yolo county on Tuesday last to Chi- 


It is difficult to estimate the amount 
of last year’s fruit which remains unsold 
in the East. Parties who hold the fruit 
refuse to state the amount, but it carnot 
de very large, as orders continue to come 
in from day to day. 

Ma meeting of the State Horticultural 
Society held in San Francisco a few days 


* Ago an interesting paper on the market 


outlook for fruit was read by H. Wein- 
tock of Sacramento. Mr. Weinstock tcok 
a eanguine view of the outlook, and 
gave his reasons for his belief. He said: 

“The disastrous season of 1894 was 
caused by, first, hard times among fruit- 
eaters; second, the railway strike; third, 
unsatisfactory railway service; fourth. eä 
cessive refrigerator and local railway 
charges; fifth, the glutting of markets. 

“Were these conditions to be repeated 
in 1895 the results for the coming season 
would be no better than were the results 
of 1894. But, fortunately, we have every 
reason to believe that the conditions in all 
directions are much improved. There is 
every reason to believe that the present 
peaceful situation in railway circles will 
continue indefinitely. We are also as- 
sured that the Southern Pacific Company 
are using their best endeavors to arrange 
with their connections for a five-day ven- 
tilated car service from Sacramento to 
Chicago, with every hope of bringing the 
matter to a successful issue. In addition 
to this an order has been placed for 700 
additional fruit cars, which will be put 
into service the coming season.“ 

“The announcement has already been 
made that refrigerator charges have been 
reduced from $35 to $50 a car, according 
to destination, which is a material gain to 
the grower. In addition to which the 
Southern Pacific Company has promised to 
review the 1 rates on fresh fruits with 
— of seeing if they can be modified in 

vor of the shipper, and a favorable re- 
port is now looked for almost daily. 

“As far as the glutting of markets is 
concerned, it is a source of gratification 
to be able to state that never before in 
the history of the California fruit busi- 
ness has it been nearer possible than now 
to regulate the distribution of our fresh 
fruits with a view of preventing gluts. 
The recent formation of the California 
Fruit-growers and Shippers’. Association 
makes it possible to direct Eastern fruit 
shipments with thet degree of intelligence 
mecessary to success, hitherto impossible. 

“The establishment of a bureau of in- 
formation, which is one of the purposes of 

e new association, will daily place be- 
tore the members a bulletin giving a com- 
plete statement of the situation, thus en- 
abling the shippers to direct their fruit 
in such a manner as to avoid both famines 
and gluts. Members of the association 
have already taken steps to bring about 
the consolidation of the several auction 
houses in each of the large Eastern cities 
under one roof, so that all bidders will be 
brought together at the same place and 
at the same hour; thus largely preventing 
the fruit from being forced into competi- 
tion with itself while yet the property of 
the California owner. A further result of 
the new association will be the abolition 
of the rule established in several Eastern 
auction rooms of selling only to members 
of certain associations, thus barring out 
numerous small, but important, bidders.“ 

Another speaker did not agree with 
Mr. Weinstock’s remarks, but was of the 
opinion that the remedy for last year’s 
failure lay in a plan by which all ship- 
pers should ‘unite, set their own prices,

my trees, in my orchard, than have it 
0 to waste in Chicago after I have paid 
freight on it,” said he. I know on good 
authority that 75 per cent. of the fruit 
sold at public auction in Chicago is bought 
up by no more than six men, who agree 
beforehand not to bid against one an- 
other. In that menner they buy the fruit 
at their own prices, and sub-sell at what- 
wer raise they please. I do not believe 
the plan of a single central auction-room 
is the solution of the problem. It does 
mot have the effect of increasing the num- 
ber of bidders. 

Mr. Weinstock replied that the only plan 
of disposing of California frum in the East 
that had ever proven a success was the 
fingie auction-rooni system. That the rea- 
gon it had proved a failure these last years 
was that certain evils had cropped up. 
Jealousy had established rival auction- 
rooms, forcing the fruit into competition 
With elf, and the large wholesale deal- 
ere had crowded ow the small buyers. 
These evis would de eliminated by the 

his paper, which had

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tion last year, and was to de tested this 
season. 

Cherries made their appearance on 
the market during the past week, selling 
at from 30 to 50 cents a pound. Straw- 
berries are ih good supply at moderate 
prices, and red raspberries have been of- 
fered in limited quantity at about 25 
cents per box retail. 


Butter bas been firmer during the past 


few days, but eggs have fallen off a 
ittle. The outlook is that there will be 
a steady improvement over the ruinously 
low price of butter which has ruled dur- 
ipg the past month or two. 

Asparagus, both northern and focal. is 
in good supply. New hay has been com- 
ing in, but the price keeps up quite firmly, 
barley bay being quoted at about $13 to 
$14, according to quality. 

The rapid advance in the price of wheat 
in the East has caused quite a commotion 
among dealers, but there is considerable 
doubt as to whether this advance will 
be maintained until the new crop comes 
in, when the farmers would be able to 
benefit by (t. However, the large de- 
crease in the area of wheat in the North- 
western States, as noted in The Times, may 
have the effect of creating a better demand 
and keep up prices. 


A Great Fruit Country. 

A contemporary—the San Francisco, Call 
—is undoubteMy correct in aseert'ng that 
California will be the great horticultural 
empire of the United States. it 1.3 the 
section to which all other sections north 
of the Gulf States must look for early and 
for semi-tropical fruits. 

There are many fruits which cannot be 
grown elsewhere, and maay which here 
only reach their greatest development. 
There are others which can be grown in 
other sections which grow here so much 
more prolifically that our growers are 
enabled to practically control the market. 
A peach orchard in Delaware that gives a 
crop once in two years is considered val- 
uable property. In California peaches bear 
continuously, and the crop is at least 30 
per cent. greater. 

In Kansas an apple orchard that gives 
a crop once in three years is worth more 
than any other product that can be grown 
in that State. In California the apple is 
a sure bearer, and the price is always in 
excess of that ruling in the Bast. Yet 
we consider apples of minor importance, 
as there are many fruits which are more 
profitable. This is partly due, however, 
to the fact that apples are often planted 
in hot valleys near sea-level. When 
grown under these conditions the apple is 
soft and does not keep well. Apples 
should only be grown in the mountains 
at elevations of from 2000 feet upward. 

There are many other circumstances in 
addition to those previously noted which 
aid in giving supremacy to California as 
a fruit-growing section, among them the 
following: 

Fruit trees here bear when quite young. 

There are no killing frosts and no great 
extremes of temperature and fruit grows 
constantly. 

California fruit is large and presents a 
handsome appearance. The rich sedimen- 
tary soil, plenty of moisture and an even 
temperature with a maximum of sunshine 
develop fruit in a wonderful way and give 
it a richness and delicacy of flavor which 
is never found in fruit grown in a water- 
soaked soil or under clouded skies. 


The Date Palm. 

So far this fruit has been raised cn an 
experimental rather than on a commercial 
scale in California. It hae been demoa-— 
strated that it requires a long, dry, rain- 
less season and a high temperature. It 
will thrive upon soils too rich in mineral 
elements for the successful propagation 
of other fruits, and upon alkaline water 
too strong for almost any other use. It 
has deen successfully fruited in Solano, 
Fresno, Santa Barbara, and Los Angeles 
counties, and there is strong ground to 
hope that it may be a very valuable ac- 
quisition for places in the Mojave and 
Colorado deserts, where palms and cacti 
are indigenous. There are records of its 
having borne in California at four and six 
yéars from seed respectively, under spe- 
cially favorable circumstances, and we 
have every reason to think that it comes 


into bearing quite as early as in Persia. 


There is the same choice in varieties as 
in other fruits, and in planting seeds, as 
we have always done until lately, we 
stand the same chances to get the best 
fruit as in planting peach pits or apple 
seeds. Through the Agricultural Depart- 


men at Washington our culture stations at 


Tulare and Pomona received rooted plants 
of eight of the choicest varieties from 
Cairo, Egypt. Their introduction is re- 
garded as among our most promising po- 
mological experiments. In propagating 
from suckers the palm comes true to name. 
As staminate and pistillate blooms grow 
on separate plants, a lack of fertilization 
may have caused the failures that have oc- 
curred in some regions. The vollen can 
be carried quite a distance safely, but 
those who have so far resorted to arti- 
ficial fertilization as to hang the stami- 
nate blossoms in the pistillate plants have 
found that part of the fruit most perfect 


.that received the most thorough pollen- 


Nation. It is advised to plant at least 
one male to twenty female trees, very 
much as you would do with hops. They 
may fairly be expected to be largely profit- 


able and to make a great deal of land 


now unoccupied very desirable. In any 
event they are a decided success as an or- 
namental plant, being among the most 
graceful in foliage of all the palms and 
giving a tropical aid to the landscape, es- 
pecially charming to such as have been 
accustomed to more frigid climes. The 
date palm has survived a temperature as 
low as 18 deg. Fahr. 


Lower Freight Rates. 

The outlook for California fruit-growers 
is better this year than it has been for a 
long time past. Not only are new mar- 
kets being opened up in all parts of the 
country and in Europe, but rates of trans- 
portation, which have hitherto been a great 
obstacle in the profitable marketing of 
fruit, are being gradually reduced. Re- 
cently a combination was formed between 
the Southern Pacific Company and Armour, 
the Chicago packer, the result of which 
is the formation ® a new refrigerator com- 
pany. called 


Quite by way of a change this combination 
is not for the purpose of Faising rates, but, 
on the contrary. to reduce them. The re- 
duction on refrigeration charges amounts 
to from $35 to $90 per car from California 
points to the Eastern market. It is a well- 
known fact that, aside from the profit re- 
tained by the refrigerator companies for 
themselves, and the extra charge imposed 
by the Southern Pacific for hauling cars 
“over the hill,“ each refrigerator company 
pays to the issi a bonus of 
from $25 to $40 on each carhad of fruit 
shipped by its line. This, too, is ulti- 
mately assessed to the shipper, being in- 
cluded in the schedule of $125 refrigerator 
charge to Chicago. 

It is to be remembered, too, that under 
the old rates all excess over 24,000 pounds 
pays the proportionate 100-pound rate, 
while the new company makes no charge 
at all for anything ‘in excess of 24,000 
pounds in one car. This would result, in 
some instances, in a still further reduc- 
tion per pound. Under the Armour refrig- 
erator schedule, therefore, the fruit-grower 
will be able to save from $35 to $100 per 


car on the cost of getting his fruit to the 


Eastern market. The Sacramento Bee 
gives the following particulars of the rates 
by the newly-organized express, which will 
give Southern Californians an idea of what 
it now costs to ship fruit to the Bast. As 
soon as the deciduous fruit industry of 
Southern California shall have assumed 
sufficient importance, the fruit-growers of 
this section will, no doubt, be offered equal 
advantages: 


“Following is the schedule of rates for 
refrigerator-car service for deciduous fruit, 
just issued by the Fruit-growers’ Express, 
and in effect from April 1, 1895. It is based 
on a carload of 24,000 pounds, or less, but 
no extra charge will be made for any ex- 
cess weight of fruit which can be got into 
the car. In every instance the charge is, 
on a carload of 24,000 pounds, $35 less than 
the existing charge for through refrigerator 
service to Chicago points, $45 less than 
present rates to New York points, and $60 
less than such rates to Boston points. A 
further saving of from $15 to $30 per car 
can be made by dispensing with icing until 
Truckee is reached, and this, it is claimed, 
is perfectly feasible for Sacramento and 
all points on the Central Pacific. 

“Group No. 1 in the following schedule 
includes the following-named_ shipping 
points, which have a common rate. Sac- 
rento, Auburn, Penryn, Colfax; Newcas- 
tle, Loomis, Roseville. 

Group No. 2 includes Vacaville, San Jose, 
Suisun, Napa, San Leandro, Winters, 
Woodland, Saulsbury, Stockton, Cordelia, 
Martinez, Concord. 

“Group No. 3 includes Fresno, 
Marysvil's, Red Bluff, Yuba City, Vina, 
Oroville, Armona, Lemoore, Hanford, 
Healdsburg, Placerville, Santa Rosa.

Deep Irrigation. 
{Written for The Times.! 

Water is valuable to crops just in pro- 
portion to the manner of application. Some 
soils admit of flooding, others do better 
under seepage, while nearly every charac- 
ter of land.produces the best crops by 
furrow irrigation. The principal object 
in producing moisture is to get it in the 


place where the growing crops demand 
nourishment. 


the most advisable method of applying 
water except to such plants as dew and 
moisture on the top of the ground. The 
best results are usually attained by irri- 
Zating in deep furrows. 

The furrows should be so constructed 
that water will not flow too freely and 
wash away the soil. A gradual slope is 
the better plan for making good ditches 
and will always produce better crop re- 
sults. The water should never touch somo 
crops, as bean peas and corn. Shal- 
low surface irrigation will always re- 
sult in decreasing the production of 
all crops grown above ground. The 
root crops, especially sweet potatoes, pea- 
nuts and Irish toes, will be better in 
quality and more productive in quantity 
if water is kept away from the 
roots and tops while growing. The rust 
and scab frequently noticed on root crops 
can be avoided by deep irrigation and 
keeping the water away from the growing 
bulbs. 

Furrows should always be made and wa- 
ter run through them once before the crop 
is planted. This served a double purpose 
of showing the high places in the land 
and evenly and properly distributing the 
moisture for germinating the seed. New 
land should be furrowed out and irrigated 
once after the first plowing and then 
plowed- over and leveled before planting. 
Small shovel plows are good implements 
for making irrigating furrows. They throw 
the soll on either side and thus make 
embankments for preventing the wa- 
ter from spreading over the surface. 
If tze plow does not run deep enough the 
beam should be weighted sufficiently for 
the purpose. 

Growing crops demand moisture, but 
do not require water. If too much water 
is placed on or near the surface it will 
cause the alkali in the soil to rise and 
crust around the vegetable plants. Deep 
irrigation has a tendency to draw off the 
alkaline substance. The moisture does 
not rise to the surface and consequently 
does no harm in baking or crusting. Deep 
furrowing places the moisture where it 
properly belongs and allows the water to 
permeate the undisturbed space between 
the sub and surface soils. The water 
forms pathways that by circulatory veins 
keep the soil enlivened and prevents the 
loggy sourness noticeable in shallow irri- 
gation. 

Soil can be more quickly cultivated after 
a period of irrigation if the water has 
been applied through deep furrows. Weeds 
grow fast and cultivation is necessary. It 
soil is stirred up when wet it will bake. 
If the plants are cultivated while wet they 
will become diseased with a rot which wii 
destroy the yield. Surface irrigation by 
flooding or through shallow furrows brings 
upon the land an immense amount of 
noxious weed seeds. The common: water 
grass and sand burs, so destructive : of 
crops, are nurtured by surface irrigation. 
Make deep ditches and keep the water 
from the surface you rid your lots to a 
certain extent of these pests. 

Deep irrigation admits of better open- 
ings being made in the main or subhead 
ditches and allows a more even and syste- 
matic distribution. A small stream will 
trickle along a deep furrow and seep out 
on either side, giving moisture to the roots 
of plants, when a greater stream would 
evaporate or be swallowed by the dry seil

Effects of Irrigation. 

(Winters Eixpress:) Any one seeking 
evidence of the benficial results from :r- 
rigation would find an interesting study 
in the orchard of Barnes & Clark, near 
Esparto. Besides the fruit trees, pastur- 
age and garden truck, there are about 
250 tows of strawberries and blackberries. 
These berries were irrigated last sum- 
mer, the water being drawn with a 
triple pump. It is the distribution of this 
water and its influence on the valuable 
growth of Vegetation that makes the 
study highty interesting. Several open- 
ings in a ditch will distribute the volume 
of water almost equally am! at the same 
time over the land to be irrigated. This 
is not so with a pump, which throws the 
water into a single channel and then is 
distributed through lateral ditches over 
the land. These ditches, which are 
nearest to the beginning of the chan- 
nel, naturally draw and absorb first, and 
consequeixtly most of the water, and to 
this reason a difference in the growth of 
the vines can be assigned. The strength 
and rankness of che vines increase en 


almost every row as it approaches the 
farther end of tpe beginning of the chan- 
nel, which demonstrates the great vaiue 
of having ar abundanec of water for pro- 
moting the growth of vegetation. 


There is an idea very prevalent that’ 
cross-bred poultry are much more profit- 
able to keep than pure-bred ones; and 
while there can be no question that it is 
a decided advantage to cross certain 
breeds one with another in order to ob- 
tain specific results—that is, of course, if 
the crossing is scientifically and skil- 
fully performed, having an end in view— 
this is altogether different to the breed- 
ing of mongrels, which is so common. 
In the former case there is method; in the 
latter thére is not, and it is to this in- 
discriminate crossing that we owe the 
present degenerate races of farmyard or 
barnyard fowls—small, subject to dsaase, 
poor as layers, equally as useless on the 


table, and certainly neither profitable nor 
creditable to the owner. 


Tools for Poultrymen. 


(Exchange:) There are some implements 
which the poultryman should procure, not 
only because of their efficiency, but be- 
cause they are labor saving. Every person 
who keeps poultry should have a sprayer, 
sO as to spray the houses and yards to 
prevent lice and disease. A wheel hoe is 
excellent for cleaning the yard by loosen- 
ing the top soil, or, what is better, the 
hand plow or hand cultivator may be 
used. A bone cutter, feed cutter (one that 
cuts fine) and a small bone-grinding mill, 
with perhaps a cauldron, should be among 
the list of articles, also. The bone cutter 
cuts (not grinds) green bone, and the 
bone mill grinds hard bones, oyster shells 
and cracks wheat and corn. The work of 
destreying lice and disinfecting poultry 
can be done in a few minutes with a 
sprayer where such work would require 
an hour or more if performed without its 
aid. On light solls a hand plow will take 
the place of the spade in turning the top 
soil, and the work can be done in a short 
time, as well as in @ satisfactory manner. 


Poultry Points. 

(American Cultivator:) Some writers ad- 
vocate very strongly the use of small 
potatoes boiled for hens, and they are un- 
doubtedly better than no vegetable food, 
and better than a continual diet of hard 
and cold corn, but it ts our opinion that 
there never yet was an egg, a pint of 
milk or an ounce of fat made from a 
bushel of potatoes. This may sound radi- 
cal, but we challenge those of different 
opinion to prove their case. 

We know of a flock of pullets that have 
been out of doors only one day since the 
first snowstorm came this winter, and 
they have been laying well all of. the 
month of January. After the first storm 
they were let out one or two days, and 
were giving a few eggs, but they stopped 
at once after being let out, and did not 
lay again for nearly a week. The owner 
thinks a day of exposure to cold winds and 
on frozen ground, even if bare, would 
greatly reduce her profits from the hens 
for a week or more. 


Twenty-five years ago, when beef was 
high, country cows were brought to mar- 
ket, sold to milkmen who fed them 


grain in large quantities, thereby forcing 


a large flow of milk and fattening at the 
same time. Then the fat cow, useless for 
milk purposes, was sent to the shambles 
and another cow from the country bought 
to take its place. When. the low price of 
beef brought about the idea of taking 
cows worthless as milk animals back into 
the country trouble commenced, 


Feeding Cows Without Hay. 


(Southern Cultivator:) What is the com- 


parative value of old process oil meal and 
corn meal to be mixed with bran for 
dairy cows? No hay, plenty of extra fine 
oat straw and plenty of corn fodder with- 
out ears. No hay; no pasture; no corn. 
Good oat crop.—Iowa,. 

Those situated as this inquirer will find | 
it more profitable to feed both corn meal 
and the oil meal. To feed either exclu- 
sively of the other, in sufficient quantity 
to make a balanced ration, would require 
so much as to menace the health of the 
cow or seriously impair the quality of her 
product. Of course a cow having nothing 
else to do can subsist on oat straw and 
corn fodder, but she must necessarily eat 
large amounts, and the proportion undi- 
gested will be largely increased. 

We have not been accustomed to rate 
old process oil meal as more than 
about 60 per cent. greater nutritive value 
than corn meal, but because of its. ex- 
cellent stomachic effects, we are willing 
to rate its total feeding value in limited 
quantities at double that of corn meal. 
When its market value goes above these 
rates, we cease using it as a part of the 
regular ration, and substitute gluten food. 


Whether you raise hogs,. horses, cows 
or poultry, it will pay to buy a good 
treatise upon the subject, and study it 
before investing too largely, unless you 
are thoroughly advised concerning the 
business. Often one learns. from books 
in a few moments what might not other- 
wise be learned in years. 


Shutting Out American Meat.

be tuberculous. They say the danger is 
not to the consumers of American beef, 
but to the meat-producers and the Ger- 
man meat trade. The pretence of dis- 
ease in American cattle is only made to 
secure a monopoly to German farmers, 
whose stock is far more unheaithy than is 
that imported from ih'’s country. This 
has been the conclusion of those who 
know most about the subject. It is grati- 
fying that two German scientists have 
had the courage to express their belief 


‘as to the healthfulness of American et- 


tle, though they know the powerful in- 
fluences that ure combined to exclude it 
from German markets. 


Every crop removes from the soil a por- 
tion of the plant food contafned therein. 
Continuous cropping will in time ee 
the richest soil, unless the farmer restores 
the nutritive elements that have been 
removed. 


Build Fences. 


(San Francisco Cal) In thickly-set- 
tled communities fences are often consid- 
ered unnecessary. There are more orchards 
in this county that are.unfenced than there 
are that are fenced. Where stock is not 
allowed to run at large there would seem 
to be little use for a fence, but fences are 
always necessary, and if properly built 
never fail to pay interest upon the invest- 
ment. To be thoroughly effective a fence 
should be horse-proof, cow-proof, pig-proof, 
chicken-proof, man-proof and boy-proof. 
This may seem radical, but it is fully war- 
ranted by experience. The difference be- 
tween the appearance of vegetation in a 
plat of ground that is properly fenced and 
that in an unfenced plat is very noticeable. 
The fence seems to lend a vigor to plants, 
while in fact it only acts as a protection 
from injury by contact—unless it is a 
close board fence, sufficiently high to afford 
protection from the wind. 

An orchardist on the Penetencia Creek, 

in Santa Clara county, has the most ef- 
ficient fence we have seen. It is a board 
fence, with the boards placed moderately 
close together, and is capped by two lines 
of barbed wire. From the top of the posts 
pieces of scantling about two feet in 
length are extended at an angle in such 
a way that when the two wires are 
stretched they prevent any interference 
with the fence. It would be almost im- 
possible for a man or a boy to climb over 
it, and no one can get under it or 
through it. 
When fruit hangs ripe upon the trees by 
the roadside, luscious and tempting, only 
people with correct. and firmly-roeted prin- 
ciples can refrain from poaching, while 
the majority of passers-by do not attempt 
to refrain. What is eaten does not amount 
to much. Considerable is wasted, how- 
ever, and often the fruit buds are broken 
off or limbs broken. Again, if a cow gets 
into an orchard in the night she can 
greatly damage the trees before morning. 
Often the absence of a fence causes loss 
of a greater sum than a good fence would 
cost. A good fence always pays for itself, 
and the better the fence the more profit- 
able it is. Many claim that this principle 
applies even to the extent of building a 
fence of narrow boards from ten to twenty 
feet in height.

Street Railroad Paving Question—

GANTA ANA, May 3.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)

STRANGE STORY ABOUT BARNES, 
ONTARIO BANK-ROBBER.

SAN -BBRNARDINO, May 3.—(Special 
Correspondence.) The Times-Index ot 
today contains some startling information 
in regard to Barnes, the Ontario bank-rob- 
ber, giving his wanderings from home to 
the Bast, touching at Cincinnati, Philadel- 
phia and New York, where his compan- 
ions were not always of the best; then his 
trip to Bngland, return to visit the Chi- 
cago World's Fair, and the Midwinter 
Fair at San Francisco, his reaching Los 
Angeles last October in an impecunious 
condition, his working on the sewers and 
other jobs, his employment on the electric 
railway to Pasadena, and on the Mt. 
Lowe Railway, Where he met Hyatt and 
proposed with him that they rob a bank. 
The first proposal was the Granite Bank of 
Monrovia, but they found that the bank 
had gone out of business. They then in- 
vestigated ‘ghances at Pomona, but 
found it too difficult,.and then planned 
aod executed the robbery of the Ontario 
Bank. During the buggy ride in making 
their escape, ihey divided the spoils by 
cutting the bag containing it in the mid- 
die, each taking chances on getting half 
of the money. When they reached the 
canyon below Rincon they left the team 
and took to the hills, tumbling over the 
rocks and through the brush in the rain. 
While on the hills Barnes killed his 
partner under the excuse that Hyatt was 
trying to kill him. He then took the 
money and biiried it in two different 
places and made his way into Los An- 
geles, bought a watch, donned an elegant 
suit of clothes, etc., and, pretending he 
was the son of a rich Easterner, he cut 
quite a swell around Santa Ana, looking 
for real estate, as he wished to invest for 
his father. A young lady there was the 
cause of his remaining 80 tong in that 
neighborhood, and finally led to his cap- 
ture. He used bromide to keep his hair in 
color. While on a hunting trip to New- 
port with a young fellow whom he took 
quite a fancy to, paying all the bills, the 
salt water took the color out of his hair 
and as his beard got stubby his compan- 
ion mistrusted who he was, gave him 
away to the officers and he was ar- 
rested. He pleaded guilty to stop all in- 
vestigation into his movements after the 
robbery, jest it should lead to the discov- 
ery of the murder, preferring to take 
chances on the other charge. He was 
evidently one of a gang, for while he was 
in jail here an accomplice planned with 
him his escape and had the tools ready to 
deliver to him, but be gave it up. When 
on the cars going to Quentin, two 
young men were very officious, talking to 
him in a jargon the officer who bad him 
in charge could not understand, and, 
fearing for his safety, he took him into 
a sleeper away from them. It is believed 
he is a much harder citigen than was at 
first supposed when friends were work- 
ing to secure for him a light sentence.

RIALTO. 


RIALTO, May %.—(Special Correspon- 
dence.) Grapeland Irrigation district's tun- 
nel for the underflow of Lytle creek has 
been driven about 1800 feet, where six 
hundred inches of water was etruck which 
poured in with so much force that the 
work was abandoned until the dry season, 
when it will be driven 700 feet farther to 

narben, where itis expected bed- rock 
will be found and a volume of 1500 inches 


of water. 

The 660 inches now developed is more 
water than is needed for prevent uses, and 
will be leased to other districts. The 
Water is not piped but is delivered to the 
different parts of the district in cemented 
stone canals of which there are twelve 
miles completed. Thie irrigation system is 
being constructed under the Wright lew, 
and will cost $200,000 and cover 10,600 
acres. There has been but $120,000 worth 
of the bonds sold, so that there now re- 
mains $80,000 for further developments 
and canals. : 

This will enable Grapeland to offer the 
ohtapest land with water in Southern Cal- 
ifornia. Land that sold at $25 to $35 an 
acre a few months ago is now sold at $45 
to 350, and many will not sell at those 
prices. Several hundred acres were sold to 
Los Angeles parties a few days since and 
Riverside orchardists have made several 
purchases. 

The district is but seven miles from the 
largest cannery in Southern California, at 
Colton, one mile north of Rialto and five 
to San Bernardino. Capitalists are buying 
up the land but the people prefer to sell to 
actual settlers. 

With the people looking over this sec- 
tion and the miners going up to wash 
Little creek, tt begins to look Uke boom 
times once more. 


DOWNEY. . 


DOWNFY, May 3.—{Special Correspond- 
ence.) Last Thursday the Downey Orange 
Association began packing oranges for 
shipment to Chicago. Thirty-six carloads 
have been shipped from this station thus 
far this season, and thirty-five or forty 
more cars are yet to be disposed of.
